SEVERAL NEW CASES ARE FILED 


In Case of Gustave Hackman Against 


Louis Mellonkamp, Plaintiff Giv­ 


en One Cent Damages. 


The case of William Goecker vs. 
Jerry McOsker to contest the election 
of the latter to the office of sheriff' of 
Jackson county, was called in the cir­ 
cuit court upon appeal this morning. 
The case was originally tiled with the 
board of county commissioners, and 
after a trial it was held that the case 
had been tiled in the wrong court, and 
that the commissioners did not have 
the authority to open and examine 
any ballots except those which were 
protested or mulitated. 
The attorneys for Goecker, the con- 
testor, are of the opinion that there 
was no error in filing the case before 
the commissioners. 
They argue that 
the recount law of 188!), was repeal­ 
ed by the enactment of the contest \ 
law of 1909, and that under the latter 
law all contest cases must be tiled be­ 
fore the board of commissioners. 
Such actions may be appealed to the 
circuit court by either party, 
Pnder 
tin* law of 188!) only the protested 
and mutilated ballots were preserved, 
while under the law of 1909 all bal­ 
lots are sealed and placed n the hands 
of the county clerk. 
When the case 
was called before the commissioners 
only the mutilated and protested bal­ 
lots were examined, and the board 
held that both Goecker and McOsker 
should be entitled to four more votes 
each. 
The canvassing board decided 
that McOsker was elected by a major­ 
ity of thirteen votes.

morning the attorneys for the eon- 
testor moved to amend the complaint 
by inserting that Goecker is an elect­ 
or of this county. 
The law provides 
that any elector shall have the privi­ 
lege of contesting an election. 
The attorneys for McOsker objec­ 
ted to the motion to amend the com­ 
plaint, and the motion was discussed 
by both sides. 
The judge took the 
question under advisement and will 
announce his decision later.

Many Seymour people recall the 
time when Pennsylvania engines on 
this division were named instead of 
numbered.

numbers in connection with the dis- 
: carded names.

.of this list, we secured a verification 
by Mr. Sam Steinberger, who was 
then the Master Mechanic of the lines, 
located at Madison. Ind. 
The num­ 
bering on this branch was commenced 
at 601. the system having been initi- 


i ated on other branches of tin* lines 


j running up to 000. 
We still have the 


j list. 
The special is an error in say­ 
ing that every engine was originally 
named for some officer of the road, 
for the list as given will show the 
names of places as well as officials. 
The li-t comprises forty-five en­ 
gines and some of the names with the 
numbers that superseded the names

The work on the court house is still 
progressing, but it will be several 
months before tin* building will be 
ready for occupancy.

will be employed and the work pushed

When the bond issue of $20.090 
is sold it will make a total sum of 
$83,000 which has been appropriated 
for this work.

southern Indiana and will he a hand­ 
some s| ruct lire.

A MESSAGE OF CHEER 


Poverty Some Day to Be a t Obsolete 
as Slavery. 
Baltimore. Feb. 13.— Dr. J. IT. Hol­ 
lander, professor of economics of the 
Johns Hopkins u niversity, predicted 
that a day will come when poverty will 
be as obsolete as talvery, in an ad­ 
dress at the annu al meeting of the 
Hebrew 
Benevolent 
society. 
This 
opinion, he said, he based u pon his 
historical stu dies and his personal in­ 
vestigation of charitable methods in 
vogu e today. 
He insisted that the 
modern world is wrong in believing 
that poverty is inevitable, Ju st as the 
ancient world has been proved wrong 
in assu ming that slavery was inevita­ 
ble. 
“We have grown to look on poverty 
as a permanent condition.’’ he said, 
“bu t there was a time when slavery 
was regarded as a necessary condition. 
Even Plato, in his vision of an ideal 
commonwealth, 
inclu ded 
slavery. 
I 
believe some day the fu tu tre genera­ 
tions will look back on the poverty of 
ou r day in the same astonishment we 
feel (n contemplating slavery. 
The 
philosophy of history points In this 
direct ion.” 
The effort now being made to get at 
the cau ses of poverty, he said, is in the 
right direction and will lead to a solu ­ 
tion of the whole problem. 
So deep 
was the impression made by his pre­ 
diction that he was asked after the 
meeting if he had been misu nderstood. 
“No,” he replied. 
“I believe that 
the modern world will see the end of 
poverty.”

Philadelphia Satu rday evening. There 
will be a strong rivalry for the throne 
ha has vacated, and if the precedent 
established in his case and at a later 
day followed In the promotion of Bish­ 
op Qu igley from the see of Bu ffalo 
to the archdiocese of Chicago, is to b« 
followed in this instance, the conten­ 
tion will be keen. 
The priests of the archdiocese of 
Philadelphia may be expected to make; 
a strong plea for the promotion of a 
Philadelphian, one of the bishops of 
that province, or, as is more likely. 
Mgr. Kennedy, rector of the North 
American college at Rome. 
Mgr. Ken­ 
nedy Is a bishop of the chu rch, having 
been elevated to that dignity by the 
present pontiff. 
His titu lar see is that 
of Adrianapolla. 
Mgr. Kennedy Is now 
in Philadelphia, having come to this 
cou ntry on a visit to his parents. 
He 
was to have sailed a week ago, bu t de­ 
layed his retu rn when it was evident 
Archbishop Ryan cou ld not live mu ch 
longer. 
He is a member of the arch­ 
diocese of Philadelphia and is popu lar 
with the clergy. 
According to the laws of the chu rch, 
Au xiliary Bishop Prendergast becomes 
the administrator of the archdiocese 
pending the appointment of a su eees 
sor. It is u nderstood that Bishop Pren­ 
dergast. who is well advanced in years, 
has no desire to he promoted 
His 
health has been indifferent for a nu m­ 
ber of years 
There probably will be 
a 
three-cornered 
contention; 
the 
priests will select three nominees, the 
j bishops of the province three, and in 
the end the archbishops of the cou n­ 
try may be invited by the holy father 
to express an opinion. 
It is the gen­ 
eral opinion that Mgr. Kennedy will 
be the first choice of the priests. 
He 
will have the su pport of the archbish­ 
ops. 
ft a bishop of the province of 
Philadelphia is preferred the choice 
will be among Bishops Fitzmau rice of 
Erie, Shanahan of Harrisbu rg and Har­ 
vey of Altoona 
Many of the archbishops may be ex­ 
pected to favor the promotion of some 
prelate entitroly 
disassociated 
with 
the province of Philadelphia 
There 
are some prelates who wou ld not be 
inclined to pu t any straws In the way 
of their selection for this important of­ 
fice. 
Some of them wou ld he persona 
grata to the priests of Philadelphia, 
bu t not all of them. Among those men­ 
tioned are the two former rectors of 
the Catholic u niversity— Bishop Con- 
aty, or the present coadju tor of San 
Francisco, Dr. O’Connell. 
The latter 
was appointed coadju tor with the right 
of su ccession in the event of the death 
of Archbishop Riordan, who also has 
been ailing for a long time. 
Archbish­ 
op Ryan was in a similar place at the 
time he was transferred to Philadel­ 
phia. 
He was coadju lor to Archbishop 
Kenriek with the right of su ccession, 
and that prelate was most anxiou s that 
his energetic assistant shou ld take his 
place. 
Bu t Rome had o th er'pla ns. 
Bishop O’Gormau of Siou x Palls and 
Bishop Keane of Cheyenne, Wyo., are 
likely to be considered. 
The death of Archbishop Ryan has 
removed a formidable factor in the 
creation of another American member 
of the sacred college. 
The dead prel­ 
ate was always thou ght to have bad an 
even chance with the archbishop of 
St. 
Pau l, and Cardinal 
Gibbons 
is 
known to have devotedly u rged the 
nomination of the Philadelphian. 
He 
was said to have been the cardinal’s 
choice if there shou ld be another in 
this cou ntry. 
His death clears in a 
measu re a situ ation that is known to 
have given mu ch concern; and it u n­ 
dou btedly will 
revive activity 
both 
here and abroad In the matter of a sec­ 
ond American member of the college.

Roth the hills on suffrage f«»r women 
have been reported favorably by the 
house committee on elections. 
The 
reports were unanimous. 
It was ©vi- 
d«»rit that the committee was disposed 
to take the issue to the floor for dis- 
cussiiin. 
The hills are likely to he 
called up in the next few days. 
A public hearing, attended by 250 or 
300 women was held at the house 
chamber at the time the elections com­ 
mittee ha«l the suffrage bills under 
consideration. 
.Mrs. 
Antoinette 
D. 
lveach of Sullivan, a practicing attor­ 
ney. was the chief speaker at the pub­ 
lic hearing. 
She is the Indiana state 
organizer for the Woman Suffrage as­ 
sociation. 
.Mrs. Leach argued for the 
adoption of a resolution which is pro­ 
vided 
for in 
the Hedrick bill, and 
which calls for an amendment to the 
constitution of the state 
to permit 
womfli to vote at all elections. 
The Keegan hill to give women the 
right \o vote at city elections has 
many supporters, and it is believed 
that this measure may survive, with a 
few minor amendments. 


Constitutional Changes Sought. 
At the caucus of Democratic mem- 
her*-; of the legislature last nieht it was 
decid« d to adopt certain amendments 
to the state constitution which should 
be submitted to the people for ratifi­ 
cation at a special election. 
The pro­ 
posed amendments would provide that 
all state and county officers should ex- 
| tend for a period of four years, all 
j state officials to he elected in ‘‘off 
I years” : that the general assembly hold 
two sessions, the lirst of forty-five days 
I for introduction of hills, the second 
of sixty days for the consideration of 
! the same, the salaries of the members 
to he increased from $6 to $10 a day; 
registration and poll tax receipt as 
qualifications to suffrage: 
increasing 
the supreme court membership from 
five to eleven, and giving the legisla­ 
ture power to provide for the qualifi- 
cation of lawyers. 
The committee expects to have the 
bill passed by the general assembly 
and approved by the governor within 
the next ten days. 
The caucus also decided to enact a 
new local option law in order to allay 
suspicion that the present law will not 
stand the test of the courts. 
The senate, by a vote of 23 to 17, | 
killed the recall hill, which has ex- 1 
cited much discussion. 
The house passed the Keegan child 
i labor hill by a vote of 70 to 22.

Stellit* Cut# Ordinary Steal With 
A p 
parent Ease. 
A new metal for tools which will cu.' 
and not rust has been 
obtained by 
combining chromium and cobalt. 
El- 
wood Hay nes, the inventor, calls the 
alloy “stellite.” 
In color it comes be­ 
tween silver and steel and when 
pol­ 
ished shows a high luster. 
It is both 
strong and elastic, forges readily at a 
rtsl heat and can be bent at a right 
angle when cold if the dimensions do 
not ex ceed one-fourth inch sq uare. 
Blades made from the alloy take a 
fino cutting edge. 
A kitchen knife 
blade made from this material was la 
use for t wo y ears without showing the 
faintest sign of tarnishing. 
A razor 
iu constant usp for the same period 
showed no signs of wear, though it re­ 
q uired more freq uent stropping than a 
razor of steel. 
A small chisel, one- 
fourth inch sq uare, » ut a twenty penny 
wire nail in two without m arring the 
edge of the tool. 
A lathe to o ! made from it with some 
modifications was found capable of cut­ 
ting ordinary steel at n very high rate 
of speed. 
In a test made against high 
speed steel the stellite tool cut a con­ 
tinuous shaving from the bar at the 
speed of 
foot per minute, while the 
high speed alloy steel tools failed al­ 
most instantly . 
The stellite alloy may 
be made by molting in a furnace of 
special construction, oiterated by nat­ 
ural gas.

state commission o f three members, 
two of whom shall work without fins , 
and provides a tax upon certain ve­ 
hicles for the maintenance o f the 
commission and to provide state aid 
to counties in road building. 
The reconstructed 
measure does 
away with I he proposed increase of 
one-fourth mill in the stale tax. and 
substitutes a tax on motor cycles,

automobiles and a tax on automobile 
manufacturers,

commission shall consist of two mem- I 
hers, who shall serve without pay, and 
a third member who must be a high ­ 
way engineer, to receive a salary of 
$4,000 a yea?, The hill will be re port­ 
ed favorably li> the Senate Committee 
on Roads.

Fate of tho Canadian Reciprocity Bitt 
in the House Was Saved by the 
Votes of 134 Democrats Who Joined 
With the 
Sixty-three 
Republicans 
Who Mustered to the Call of the 
President. 


Washington, Feb. It. — The McCall 
bill, 
embodying 
the 
terms 
of 
reciprocity, will 
pass the house of 
representatives 
by 
a 
substantial 
majority, 
if a 
test 
vote 
taken 
in 
the house means anything. 
The plan 
of the leaders is to pass it without de­ 
lay and hurry it over to the senate. 
The outlook for the reciprocity bill in 
the upper branch of congress is be­ 
coming brighter. 
It is by no means 
certain as y»*t thut the pact will be 
concurred in by that body, but the 
prospects 
for 
favorable action 
are 
more promising now than they have 
been at any other tim** since President 
Taft transmitted his special message 
to congress on tho subject. 
The reci­ 
procity bill was taken up In the house 
in spite of a rule reserving the day for 
the consideration of business affecting 
the I list riot of Columbia 
It therefore 
became necessary for the friends of 
Canadian reciprocity to get aside the 
rule. and they did so by a vote of 197 
to 120. thus making It clear that what­ 
ever the fate of the agreement in the 
senate, the house intends to follow the 
lead of Mr Taft. 


Democrats to the Rescue. 


Here again, however, it was demon­
